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SUPPLEMENT TO ADVISORY ACTION 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code, not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. All of applicant's arguments regarding the rejections of record have been fully considered 
but arc not persuasive. Applicant argues that the full translation of JP 172332 does not teach 
using the hops composition as a wash or a dip for treating mastitis. The applicant also argues 
that JP '332 teaches away from using the hops composition as a wash or a dip because the 
reference teaches calculating the dosage used based on the weight of the animal. However, these 
arguments are not persuasive because on page 1 4, second full paragraph, the reference clearly 
states that the active ingredients can be administered transdcrmally. This shows that the 
reference clearly envisioned administering the active agents through the skin of the animal. 
Therefore, the reference is still considered to provide motivation for administering hops directly 
to the udders to treat mastitis.
